Red Cross May Curtail Services: Gruenther

WASHINGTON (UV-Gen. Alfred 
M. G ruenther said today the A m er­ 
ican Red Cross is in “ very serious 
financial trouble” and may have 
to curtail its service to suffering 
hum anity. 
The form er 
NATO 
European 
com m ander who becam e president 
of the Red Cross early this year, 
told the United Press he has order­ 
ed the dism issal of 300 paid em ­ 
ployes and a cut of $2,250,000 in 
the adm inistrative budget of the 
national organization. 
Unless the American people con­ 
trib u te m ore liberally to the Red 
Cross than they have so fa r this 
year, he said, he will be forced 
to m ake further budget cuts which 
will “ directly affect” such trad i­ 
tional program s as disaster relief 
and aid to servicem en. 
G ruenther revealed in a two-hour 
exclusive interview that he has 
given up hope of reaching the 95 
million dollars goal which the Red 
Cross set for its 1957 fund-raising 


drive. 
Although 
the drive has 
been in progress for two months 
instead of the custom ary one, con­ 
tributions to date total only 78 
million dollars. Red Cross chapters 
have been urged to “ keep trying” 
through May, but G ruenther con­ 
ceded that “ We’ll be lucky to get 
up to 85 million dollars.” 
Wrong Idea of It 
Failure of this year’s drive to 
reach its goal is particularly ser­ 
ious, he said, because the disaster 
reserve fund which pulled the Red 
Cross through past years is now 
exhausted. 
Outlays for disaster 
relief have been running far above 
norm al for several years in a row, 
he said. The past fiscal year, with 
heavy floods in New England and 
the W est Coast, “ really beat our 
brains out.” 
G ruenther attributes Red Cross 
fund-raising difficulties, in part, to 
the fact that “ com petition for phil­ 
anthropic dollars is vastly greater 
today than it used to be.” 
But three months of intensive 
first-hand investigation, including 


personal visits to Red Cross offices 
and chapters across the country, 
have convinced him that the big­ 
gest problem is that “ people just 
don’t know w hat the Red Cross 
is, and what it does.” 
“ I am appalled 
by the m is­ 
conceptions of the Red Cross which 
I have encountered,” he said 
One which particularly troubles 
the general is the belief that the 
Red Cross is a swollen “ bureau­ 
cracy” with hordes of professional 
do-gooders on its payroll. 
Long Term Help 
G ruenther said about IO per cent 
of each dollar contributed to the 
Red Cross goes into the adminis 
trative costs of the national organi 
zation and its 3,700 chapters. 
He 
thinks this is a reasonable over­ 
head cost, in view of the fact that 
the paid staff form s a necessary 
nucleus for the 
huge volunteer 
force which donates “ hundreds of 
millions of man-hours of service 
every y ear.”

gun are going the way of the old 
Springfield. 
The new rifle is called the T 44. 
The Army announced Wednes­ 
day that after a six-year competi­ 
tion the T 44 
developed at the 
Springfield, Mass., arm ory 
was 
selected and the Belgian UN rifle 
adopted by toe British was reject 
ed. 
The Army said the new rifles 
will he issued to the troops in 1960. 
At the same time, the Defense 
Department

what has been known for some 
time —the United States has an fl­ 
inch atomic artillery shell. 
The shell gives the Army a nu­ 
clear weapon capable of being fir 
cd by a standard artillery piece

Red Cross May Curtail Services: Gruenther

WASHINGTON rt*-Gen. Alfred 


M. Gruenther said today the Amer- 
ican Red Cross is in "very serious 
financial trouble*' and may have 
to curtail its service to suffering 
humanity. 


The former 
NATO 
European 


commander who became president 
of the Red Cross early this year, 
told the United Press he has order- 
ed the dismissal of 300 paid em- 
ployes and a cut of $2.250,000 in 
the administrative budget of the 
national organization. 


Unless the American people con- 


Iribute more liberally to the Red 
Cross than they have so far this 
year, he said, he will be forced 
to make further budget cuts which 
will "directly affect" such tradi- 
tional programs as disaster relief 
and aid to servicemen.

Steel Industry 
Sets Records in 
Sales, Earnings 


NEW YORK 
— America's 


steel industry in the first quarter 
of 1957 rang up new records in 
salts and earnings for any similar 
period, and officials are optimistic 
about the year as a whole, a Unit- 
ed Press survey showed today. 


Sales of the eight largest steel 


producers, which turn out five of 
every seveu tons produced in the 
nation, ran more than 200 million 
dollars higher in the first quarter 
of 1957 than a year ago and net 
income was nearly 20 million dol* 
lars higher, the survey indicated. 


Each of the top fight companies 


had higher sales volume, and five 
out of the eight had higher earn- 
ings. Sales reflected both more 
business and the $8.50 a ton price 
increase that went into effect last 
August. 
Earnings mirrored cost 


reduction factors such as improved 
machinery. 


The eight companies included in 


the survey—U. S, Steel Corp., Beth- 
lehem Steel Corp., Republic Steel 
Corp., Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp., Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
Co., National Steel Corp,, Armco 
Steel Corp. and Inland Steel Co.— 
had total sales of $3,171,752,408.
